1,500 Doctors See Telephoto 
Process Used for First Time 
at Convention.

EVOLUTION LAW ASSAILED 


Resolution Opposing Restrictions on 
Teaching Adopted—Ptan for 
“Lobbyist” Abandoned.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 28.— 
Fifteen hundred physicians from all | 
parts of the country attending the an- 
nual session of the American Medical 
Association were present at a long dis- 
tance clinic on the Steel Pier this eve- 
ning. 

Two photographs of heart  beats| 
which had been sent to Chicago by 
the new telephoto process for diagnosis 
were shown on a screen while the gath- 
ering listened to a Chicago physician's 
diagnosis coming over 1,000 miles of tel- 
ephone wires and amplified so that the 
voice could be heard throughout the 
entire hall. Jt was announced as the 
first event of its kind in history and 
as bearing great possibilities for de- 
velopment in the quick diagnosis of 
cases when the diagnostic specialist 
is many miles away from the patienc. 

One of the photographs. represented 
the heart beat of a patient who was 
examined with a stethoscope here this 
morning. By means of a new appa- 
ratus developed by Dr. H. B. Williams 
of Columbia University and the Beil 
telephone laboratories a ‘'stethogram”’ 
or chart of his heart beat was 
produced here. This was mailed to-the 
American Telephone and . Telegraph 
office in New “York City, whence it 
Was communicated to Chicago by the 
“mew method of sending pictures by wire. 

Dr. James R. Greer of Chicago made 
the diagnosis this afternoon. Shortly 
after 6 o’clock tonight, after the ‘stetho- 
gram-had been thrown on the screen 
here, Dr. Samuel W. Lambert, the New 
York heart specialist, called up Dr. 
{Greer from a telephone in the hall. Al- 
though separated by 1,000 miles, the two 
physicians and the patient and the physi- 
cians attending the clinic were virtually 
brought together by the long distance 
clinic. 


Transmitted in Seven Minutes. 


The stethogram was discussed at 
length by Drs. Lambert and Greer. Dr. 
Greer gave his diagnosis as irregularity 
of every other beat, with a bad prog- 
nosis, unless the irregularity was caused 
by the use of digitalis. 

The two physicians also conferred 
about a stethogram showing a systolic 
murmur of the heart, which had been 
sent by telephoto process to Chicago 
earlier in the week. In this case Dr. 
Greer’s diagnosis had been written out, 
photographed and sent back to New 
York by the telephoto process and it 
was thrown on the screen along with 
the stethogram. Dr. Lambert agreed 
with Dr. Greer’s diagnosis in each case, 
It was explained that it had taken only 
seven minutes to send each stethogram 
from New York to Chicago. The audi- 
ence appeared much impressed by the 
demonstration and applauded it vigor- 
ously. 

Dr. Wendell C., Phillips of New York 
City, Professor of Otology at the Post- 
Graduate School of Medicine, and chief 
surgeon at the Manhattan Eye and 
Ear Hospital, was elected President 
of the A. M. A. at a meeting of the 
House of Delegates this afternoon. Un- 
der the rules of the association his title 
will be President-Elect until the next 
annual meeting, whereupon he will be- 
come President for 1926-27. Dr. Philip 
Marvel of Atlantic City was elected Vice 
President; Dr. Olin West of Chicago, 
Secretary and general manager; Dr. 
Austin A. Hayden of Chicago, Treasur- 
er; Dr. Fred C. Warnshuis of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., Speaker of the House 
of Delegates, and Dr. Rock Sleyster of 
Wauwatosa, Wis., Vice Speaker. The 
last four were re-elections. It was voted 
to hold the next annual session in Dal- 
las, Texas. 


Advises Against Lobbying. 


Dr. Hubert Work, Secretary of the In- 
terior, and former Speaker of the House 
of Delegates of the A. M. A., in a 
speech this afternoon urged the associa- 
tion not to send representative to Wash- 
ington to attempt to influence legisla- 
tion. He said this would be in- 
terpreted as_ lobbying, and might 
detract from the dignity of the 
profession. The place to affect leg- 
islation, he added, was in the Con- 
gressionel districts of individual mem- 
bers, After his speech, it was announced 
informally that his advice probably 
would be followed by the Board of Trus- 
tees, which most likely would ignore a 
resolution adopted earlier in the week 


asking the Board to send a representa- 
tive to Washington.

“One life for a million tons of coal 
—it sounds ominous, but would really 
mean great progress in safety, for 
now three men are killed for every 
million tons,” said F. J. Callbreath 
of Washington, Secretary of the 
National Coal Association today. 

“When the Government appropri- 
ated the first $50,000 for safety work, 

in 1907, 3,432 miners were killed in 
|] the production of 480,000,000 tons of 
coal. That made an average of 6.78 
|| deaths for every million tons of coal 
}}] mined. The death rate was gradu- 
|} ally reduced until 1920, when it was 
|{ cut in half. In that year 2,271 
|} miners were killed in the production 
1] of 658,000,000 tons of coal. Since 
|} 1920 there has been still further 
progress.

SEEK A ‘SLUSH FUND’ 


Charges That $5,000,000 Is 
Being Raised to Defeat Him 
for Renomination. 


ORDERS INQUIRY BY ENRIGHT 


Sees “Traction Magnates” and 
Reform Organizations Be- 
hind Alleged Drive. 


Mayor Hylan issued directions yester- 
day to Police Commissioner Bnright to 
investigate an alleged $5,000,000 ‘‘slush 
fund’’ which the Mayor declared he had 
discovered was in process of collection 
to defeat him for renomination. 

Recalling the fusion campaign fund 
of 1917, which he said amounted 
to $2,000,000, Mayor Hylan explained 
the size of his estimate of the 
amount of money to be raised this 
year to defeat him by saying that 
$5,000,000 was just ‘‘a drop’ in the 
bucket’’ compared to the billion dollars 
profit the ‘‘traction combine’ expected 
to get through control of the City Gov- 
ernment. According to the Mayor's in- 
structions, Commissioner Enright is to 
hold whatever information he may get 
so that if it does not tally with the re- 
port of election expenditures he ma 
take up the matter with the different 
District Attorneys in the city. 

The Mayor's letter follows:

Dear Commissioner: 
enormous political slush fund now 
being collected from many sources. 
From all reports, it is belng collected 
and disbursed in a much more scien- 
tific fashion than was done in 1917. 

You may recall that over $2,000,000 
of a slush fund was collected at that 
time and that Cleveland H. Dodge re- 
luctantly testified that some $400,000 
was spent to capture the Republican 
Mayoralty nomination for the traction 
candidate. You may recall that some 
fifty-nine little election officials were 
sent to jail, but that the big guns of 
the moneybund, including William 
Hamlin Childs, with the aid of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, man- 
aged to escape even going to trial. 
It was a raw piece of work that made 
the word ‘‘fusion’ a hissing in the 
mouths of decent citizens of all par- 
ties. 

Says Requests Are Modest. 

In 1917 the public utillty magnates 
and the railroad corporations were the 
principal contributors to the $2,000,000 
slush fund. As a bind, letters re- 
questing contributions were sent out 
with this apparently innocent sen- 
tence: ‘‘Give according to your means, 
whether it is a dollar or a hundred." 
Today they are much more modest. 


They are asking for as little as a 
quarter, knowing full well that the 
millions will run in through the usual 
public utility and other channels, both 
from within and without the city. 

It is reported that some of the funds 
already collected have seeped through 
to political henchmen to be used for 
the good of the traction cause. Aron 
and his eighty workers on the Repub- 
lican Advisory Committee are said to 
be receiving their pay in this fashion.

PARIS, May 28.—There is a persistent 
report in French financial circles that 
Finance Minister Caillaux will 
to stabilize the franc on a gold basis at 
centimes, that is, one-fourth its 
former value. Under his plans this 
would amount to a revalorization of 
the franc. 

If the suggested figure of 25 centimes 
is taken the franc would be worth 100 
to the pound sterling and slightly over 
20.50 to the dollar. 

As reported here, when M. Cafllaux 
in his financial project the other day 
spoke of putting all of France's obliga- 
tions on a gold basis he was referring 
to a plan for revalorization, since it is 
understood that the Finance Minister be- 
lieves the franc could be maintained at 
the proposed figure. 

M. Caillaux attaches the greatest {m- 
portance to the stabilization of the 
franc, having said in his report: “We 
can do nothing until the franc is 
stabilized. Once It is stabilized, we can 
do everything.” 

Bondholders Yet to Be Won Over. 


There have been frequent discussions 
of the revalorization of the franc, but 
generally the figure mentioned has been 
higher than 25 centimes gold. Usually 
35 centimes has been proposed, 

Up to the present, suggestions for the 
revalorization of the franc have brought 
floods of protests and presented a diffi- 
cult political problem. In the minds of 
a great many of the 2,000,000 holders of 
French Government securities there has 
remained a hope that some of these days 
the franc would be worth gold again, 
and, therefore, there existed strong sen- 
timental reasons for not surrendering 
that hope. Apparently M. Caillaux 
thinks the French rentiers can be per- 
suaded that 25 centimes gold is surely 
worth more than an uncertainty. 

As M. Caillaux made plain In his re- 
port, his plans for getting back to a 
gold basis form the second part of his 
general scheme, the first part of which 
consists of balancing the budget and 
taking care of the large maturities in 
Government securities this year. That 
would indicate that his gald plans would 
not be reached before the end of the 
year. This brings fron, the opponents 
of the revalorization plan the sarcastic 
remark that M. Caillaux won’t be in 
office next year to try to carry out his 
plan. 

Expect 5,000,000,000-Franc Note Issue. 

Despite the official denial two days 
ago, the rumor persists that the Finance 
Minister will ask for an additional issue 
of bank notes to meet the maturing Gov- 
ernment obligations during the next five 
months. The figure currently cited is 
5,000,000,000 francs, which would bring 
the total circulation of the bank of 
France to 650,000,000,000. 

Financial circles seem to look unfavor- 
ably upon the reported intention of the 
Government to issue a special kind of 
franc to retire the short-term Govern- 
ment notes, on the theory that this would 
really mean inflation, and that if infla- 
tion is to be resorted to in retiring the 
floating debt, the problem must be faced 
squarely. 


In Government quarters it is said that 
the expenditures caused by the war in 
Morocco will not be large enough to 
causes the Government fresh financial 
troubles, although it is naturally diffi- 
cult now to know what the total expendi- 
tures will be.

| Norwegian Aeronautic Associa- 
| tion Points Out That Amundsen 
Asked Convoys to Stay 2 Weeks. 


OSLO, Norway, May 28.—Captain Gus- 
tav Amundsen, who helped his brother 
in his preparations for the polar flight, 
declared today he would feel disap- 
pointed if the expedition teturned imme- 
diately after it reached the Pole. 

Personally he 1s of the opinion that 
the flying party would have landed 
about half a degree or seven and one- 
half geographical miles from the pole. 
The march to the pole from that point 
would take three days. The flight back 
to Spitzbergen another day, making 
seven days. In addition some days 
would be taken in exploration at the 
Pole. The time occupied from start to 
finish would, therefore, be about ten 
days. 

This would mean that the earliest pos- 
itive news of the expedition could not 
be received before Whitsunday, or pos- 
sibly not until the middie of next week. 

Gustav Amundsen believes the expedi- 
tion would return to Spitzbergen, as the 
flight to Alaska In his opinion is im- 
possible. If the machines were dis- 
abled there would be nothing to do but 
to make for Cape Columpia on foot, he 
said, A relief expedition at the present 
moment was preposterous, he added. 

Captain Sverdrup has expressed the 
belief that the public is making too 
great a fuss and expecting impossibili- 
tles. Some time ought certainly to be al- 
lowed, he said, for the expedition to 
make explorations and observations. The 
expedition was not engaged in a straight 
flight to the Pole and back, he de- 
clared, 
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By Wireless to THe New York TIMEs. 


OSLO, Norway, May 28 (#).~—That 
there is no reason for supposing the 
Amundsen North Pole expedition has 
met with disaster, is the vlew taken by 
the Norwegian Aeronautic Association, 
which points out that Captain Amund- 
sen’s instructions to the other members 
of the expedition aboard the vessels 
Fram and Hobby were that the polar 
flight might last a fortnight. He is also 
said to have instructed these ships to 
patrol along the ice edge in the event 
he did not return within a fortnight. 

In order to make this patrol as ef- 
ficient as possible, the association has 
asked the Ministry of Defense to place 
the Fram, which is a naval transport 
ship, at the disposal of the association 
for a considerably longer period than 
was originally intended, and, further, to 
order two naval airplanes to assist in 
the patrol. 

The association requests that the two 
planes be sent to Spitzbergen where 
patrols were on duty two years ago 
awaiting for Amundsen on his flight 
from Wainwright. 

The association is also asking that 
Donald B. MacMillan, who is soon to 
leave for the Arctic with an all-Amer'- 
can expedition, be on the lookout around 
Cape Columbia. 

The Shipping Gazette commenting on 
the American preparations for a rescue 
expedition, voices thanks for the official 
and private interest which is being 
shown in the United States, and de- 
clares that since one of Amundsen’s col- 
league's, Lincoln Ellsworth, is an Amer- 
ican, the interest of the United States 
in a rescue expedition is completely jus- 
tified. Backed by rich American re- 
sources, it adds, the problem of rescue 
is more sure of successful solution, 

‘We have always admired the Ameri- 
can spirit where human sympathy is 
needed, and American energy and gen- 
erosity when something useful needs 
organizing,’’ says the Gazette, “An 


American rescue expedition will be ac- 
cepted with gratitude and confidence in 
American ability. In this case, where 
the question is one of saving lives, the 
Norwegian Air Club and the Norwegian 
Press Concern has acquired no special 
monopoly.”’ 


LIVERPOOL, May 28 ().—Grettir 
Algarsson, the Icelander who has been 
making plans for a North Pole flight 
from Britain in a dirigible type airship, 
believes that Captain Roald Amundsen 
has met with trouble in his flight to the 
North Pole, on which he started from 
Spitzbergen a week ago. 

‘It appears to us,"’ Algarsson said, 
“that we must relinquish our flight to 
Alaska and concentrate on the rescue of 
Amundsen.

BAPTIST TO BE A SUB-TITLE 


Pastor May Select Assistant Minlis- 
ters From Other Denominations— 
Presbyterian Reported Chosen. 


Park Avenue to Disappear From| 
the Name When New 
Edifice Is Erected. 

The Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson Fos- 
dick has accepted the call of the Park 
Avenue Baptist Church to be its pastor 
and will preach his first sermon there 
next Sunday. In his formal letter of 
acceptance, given out yesterday, Dr. | 


Fosdick speaks of the “adventurous | 
courage’ of the church in extending | 
its call under the conditions he pro- 
posed. 

Documents made public yesterday In 
connection with the acceptance, as well 
as information obtained in other ways, 
make plain what he meant in using the 
phrase. They show that virtually a new 
church is to be created and that it 
will be unique among institutions of the 
evangelical denominations for putting 
into practice the spirit of present-day 
religious liberalism. 

Among the changes in the present in- 
stitution that will come into effect with 
Dr. Fosdick’s pastorate are the follow- 
ing: 

The word ‘“‘Baptist’’ will be left out 
of the title of the institution, though 
it will be described in its sub-title as 
a Baptist church. The analogy of the 
Tremont Temple in Boston and the 
Broadway Tabernacle in New York 
were cited im this connection. When 
the new ‘“‘skyscraper church” jis built 
for the congregation in the course of 
a few years, the words ‘‘Park Avenue” 
will disappear from the title as in- 
compatible with the new location of the 
edifice. 

Conditions of Membership. 

More significant than these outward 
changes will be changes in the religious 
administration of the church. Members 
will be received who come from any 
Christian denomination, and the only 
indispensable requirement for admission 
to the communion will be confession of 
faith, the rite of baptism by immer- 
sion being omitted whenever desired. 
Dr, Fosdick has coined the phrase “‘‘in- 
clusive membership’’ to describe the 
new condition, 

Nor is Dr. Fosdick to be limited in 
choosing his assistant ministers, it 
was learned, to members of the Bap- 
tist denomination. He is said on goou 
authority to have virtually decided on 
the offer of an assistant pastorship to 
a Presbyterfan whom he would like to 
have associated with him. 

The letter of acceptance contains the 
folowing summarizing sentence: ‘‘The 
building of an inclusive church to which 
disciples of Jesus Christ, now needlessly 
divided by sectarian lines, shall be wel- 
come upon equal terms is an enterprise 
in which I so thoroughly believe and 
from which I look for such valuable 
consequences for the church and the 
Kingdom that I accept your summons 
to leadership.”’ 

“Inclusive membership” in the church, 
according to a statement by Dr. Cor- 
nelius Woelfkin, present pastor of the 
church, whose resignation takes effect 
next January, means receiving into 
membership persons from any Christian | 
denomination upon presentation of let- | 
ters without insisting on the rite of im- 
mersion in cases where intending new 
members have conscientious objections 
to undergoing it. In his statement Dr. 
Woelfkin heartily endorses the principle 
of “inclusive membership.’’ Those who 
saw this statement yesterday were 
brought to a realization that Dr, Fos- 
dick meant something broader than was 
thought first .when it became known a 
condition of his pastorate would be that 
the church relinquish insistence on im- 
mersion for new members of the church. 

The Park Avenue Baptist Church, /it 
was stated, will remain in the Baptist 
faith, contributing toward the geperal 
activities of that denomination. Dr. Fos- 


dick will not assume active charge until 
the Fall of 1926. Some time ago, while 
he was still preacher at the First Pres- 
byterian Church, he_announced that he 
would spend next Winter in Palestine 
and Egypt. In addition to his sermon 
next Sunday, he may preach at the Park 
Avenue Baptist Church several times 
before he leaves the country. Dr. Woelf- 
kin will continue to occupy the pulpit 
until he takes charge.

Order Goes Out to Keep Year’s 
Outlay Inside $3,000,000,000 
to Enable Further Tax Cut. 


PERSONNEL SLASH SOUGHT 


Saving of $75,000,000 Is Called 
For in War and Navy Depart- 
ments and Shipping Board.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—President 
Coolidge has ordered a study made of 
all the Government departments to de- 


| termine where economies can be made 


without injuring efficiency. The plan of 
the President, operating through the 
Budget Director, is to bring about the 
reduction of the annual expenditures 
next year to below the $3,000,000,000 
mark, in an effort to reduce taxes to 
the lowest possible point and inject busi- 
ness methods in government. 

President Coolidge has been informed 
by the Budget Director that the per- 
sonnel is entirely too large, that the 
present number of 65,000 Government 
employes, approaching within a few 
thousand that of the war peak, has not 


been reduced to anything like the pro- | 


portion consistent with efficiency and 
proper economics. 

The largest forces are carried in the 
Navy and War Departments, War Vet- 
erans’ Bureau and the Shipping Board. 
Reports sent to the White House show 
that every time an effort has been nade 
to thin out the ranks of the public 
servants opposition develops from Con- 
gress and the politicians interfere with 
proper cuts. 

Retaining clerks on the payroll is one 
of the hardest jobs a Congressman has. 
Fully 40,000 persons from all over the 
country rushed to Washington to ac- 
cept Government positions during the 
war and, therefore, the problem of keep- 
ing their constituents in place is some- 
thing of importance to Congressmen, as 
in most cases the office holders are 
members of families of political, stand- 
ing back home. 


Whole Coolidge Term Involved, 


The study is being made not only for 
the next fiscal year but for the entire 
period of the Coolidge Administration. 
The order sent to the heads of depart- 
ments calls for reports on what can be 
reduced for the next fiscal year and 


for the period up to December, 1928. - 


The Director of the Budget feels that 
some of the cuts possible cannot be 
made peremptorily and he has furnished 
the different heads of departments with 
an estimate of the amount their appro- 


priations might be reduced at once and | 


for the entire period of the Coolidge Ad 
ministration. In some cases it is said 
he has gone so far as to point out spe- 
cifically where the reductions might be 


t' made for the good of the service. 


The estimate for the Navy and War 
Departments and the Shipping Board 
suggests that about $75,000,000 might be 
saved provided the same methods are 
followed in the Government as in pri- 
vate business. 

It has been suggested that the army 
personnel might be reduced and a sav- 
ing effected of about $25,000,000. This 
suggestion, made last year, met with the 
opposition of the Secretary of War and 
leading members of Congress. Unless 
the personnel is reduced the army can- 
not reduce its expenditures greatly, and 
the experts will decline to heed the sug- 
gestion unless the President absolutely 
orders it. 

There is no authority resting in the 
President to bring this about and all 
that he can do {ts to suggest to the War 
Department that it recommend to Con- 
gress the cutting down of the size of 
the army so as to effect a saving,

LOS ANGELES, May 28.—Judge Mee 
Cormick to¢ay im the United States Dis- 
trict Court handed down a decision in 
favor of the Federal Government in its 
suit for the cancellation of the Elk 
Hills No. 1 naval oil reserve leases 
and af the contracts for the construce 
tion of oil storage facilities for the 
navy at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, pro- 
cured by Edward L. Doheny, the Pan- 
American Petroleum and ‘Transport 
Company and the Pan-American Petro- 
leum Company in 1922 when Albert B. 
Fall was Secretary of the Interior. 

This is the first decision tn any of 
the cases growing out of the Senate 
oil scandal investigation. 

The vital clause of Judge McMormick’s 
decision reads as follows: 

“The plaintiff is entitled to cancella~ 
tion and annulment of each of the con- 
tracts and leases in controversy by rea- 
son of the fraud and conspiracy of Sec- 
retary Fall and Mr. Doheny, as alleged 
in the amended bill of complaint and 
also because each of said contracts and 
leases is void on account of the illegal 
and invalid transfer and delegation of 
power; if it were not for the fraud and 
conspiracy of Secretary Fall and Mr. 
Doheny and the unlawful delegation of 
power in the agreements, the contracts 
and leases in suit would be authorized.” 


Payment to Fall Called Fraud. 


The Court found, to use its own lane 
guage, “that the payment of $100,000 
by Edward L. Doheny to Albert B. Fall, 
under the circumstances under which . 
said payment was made in this case, 
was contra bonos mores [against good 
morals] and agdinst public policy,” and 
that “the making of such payment con- 
stituted a fraud upon the United States 
of America and renders voidable all 
contracts and transactions made be- 
tween the Pan-American Petroleum and 
Transport Company or its subsidiary, 
the Pan-American Petroleum Company, 
and the United States of America sub- 
sequent thereto.” 

During the pendence of the action the 
lands within the reserve in controversy 
(Elk Hills, Kern County, Cal.) have 
been controlled, managed and operated 
by receivers of the Court. The Court 
after so reciting, says: 

“It is necessary that such defensive 
activities be continued at least until 
the entry of final decree herein, and the 
receivership will therefore continue until 
| further orde@® of the Court, and in order 
l to carry out the terms of this decision 
a special master in chancery will be ap-~ 
| pointed pro hac vice.” 

The Government in its suit asked 
that the Doheny interests be compelled 
to refund to the Government what the 
Government had paid them on account, 
especially for the Pearl Harbor work, 
but the Court said: 

“The record in this case, however, does 
not entitle the plaintiff to the full re 
lief demanded by the amended bill. The 
evidence proves that there has been 
constructed and completed under the die 
rection of the defendants at Pearl Hare 
bor, Hawaii, all of the fuel oil storage 
facilities mentioned in the contract of 
April 25, 1922, and that there also has 
| been constructed and completed under 
| direction of the defendants at Pearl 
| Harbor, Hawaii, much of the additional 
| storage facilities for crude oll products 
mentioned in the contract of Dec. 11, 
1922, and that it has been clearly estab- 
lished that such construction projects 
and property are of benefit and value 
to the United States of America and to 
| its navy and that the construction of 
| such property has been done economic« 
ally and without waste or extravagance 
and such constructed facilities are now 
available for use. 

Credit for Pearl Harbor Work. 

Accordingly the Court found that 
“such property should be retained by 
the plaintiff (the United States) and the 
defendant (the Doheny Interests) are 
entitled to be credited with and to re- 
ceive payment from the plaintiff for the 
cost price of the storage facilities for 
crude oil products completed and ine 
stalled at Pearl Harbor together with 
the cost of such fuel oil contents thereof 
as have been to date hereof placed 
within such storage facilities, The 
plaintiff will also be required to pay 
or to credit the defendants with such 
money as has been actually expended in 
drilling and putting on production any 
; wells drilled under the lease of June 5, 
} 1922, or tlre lease of Dec. 5, 1922." 

The Government has paid considerable 
for the work done by the Doheny inter- 
ests and still owes a_ considerable 
amount. On the other hand, the Do« 
heny interests have taken considerable 
oil out of the leases, and, because of 
all ‘these matters, adjustment must be 
made, and, therefore, the Court con-

tinues the recelvers and appoirits a Spe- 
cial Master in Chancery to carry out 
‘the decision. 

One of the Government’s contentions 
Was that Secretary Fall by use of fraud 
had prevailed on President Harding to 
transfer control of naval oil réserves 
from the Navy to the Interior Depart- 
ment, whith transfer allowed Secretary 


Fall to consummate the successive deals 
with Doheny. he Court found that 
Secretary Fall ‘‘did not make any false, 
fraudulent or untrue representations of 
facts’’ to the President. 


Holds Harding’s Act Illegal, 


On the question, which the Govern- 
ment raised as to whether President 
Harding had legal fight to transfer 
contrél of the naval oil reserves from 
the Navy Department, where Céngress 


, placed the control, to the Interior De- 
partment, as effected at Fall's instance, 
the Court found that the transfer order, 
issued by President Harding, was ‘' inef- 
fectual and in excess of the executive 
power of the President,’”’ in so far as 
it attempted to transfer a discretionary 
power. 

The Court: points to evidence to show 
that Fall knew of objections to _ the 
whole dea) because of this lega} doubt. 

Edwin Denby, Secretary of the Navy, 
when the leases and contracts were 
made, was “passive throughout all of 
the negotiations that eventuated in the 
contracts and leases in suit and took no 
active part in said negotiations and 
signed the cortracts and leases under 
misapprehension and without full knuwi- 
edge of the contents of said documents," 
the Court found. 

The Court recited that Secretary Fall 
and Admiral John K. Robison, per- 
sonal representative of Secretary Denby 
in naval oil reserve matters, ‘‘agreed 
that the proposed contract for the con- 
struction of tankage facilities anq filling, 
the same (at Pearl Harbor, trlawai) 
shoild be kept secret,’’ and added: 

“The reason and purpose of said 
agreement for secrecy was in order that 
Congress and the public should not 
know what was being done, and was 
not for military reasons.’’ 

The Hawaiian contract, ‘‘pursuant 
to said agreement was concealed 
and kept secret until after,the award 
was made to. the Pan-American 
Petroleum and Transport Company,”’ 
Judge McCormick decided. 

In the face of strong opposition and 
defense testimony and statements to the 
contrary, the Government sought, to 
prove that Secretary Fall had domi od | 
the deals from start to finish. In this | 
regard the Court found that ‘‘said Fall | 
dominated the negotiations that eventu- 
ated in the contracts and leases in the 
Buit.”’ 


Tells How Doheny Got $100,000. 


The Court went deeply into the $100,- 
000 personal deal between Doheny and | 
Fall, finding substantially as follows: | 

“Doheny agreed that when Fall 
méeded the $100,000 he would advance it} 
to Fall. Fall later made the request. 
Doheny did not transmit the sum in | 
the usual manner customary in bus!- | 
mess transactions, as he could have} 


done.” The sum was furned over in| 
currency ‘‘by the use of the check of | 
Edward L. Doheny Jr., the son of Ed- 
ward L. Doheny.” 

The currency ‘‘was sent in a satchel 
by the hands of Edcward L. Doheny | 
Jr.,"" from New York to Washington, | 
where it was delivered to Fall. ‘‘No|! 
entry of the withdrawal of said cur- | 
rency appears in the account of Ed-| 
ward L. Doheny with Blair & Co., the} 
company which carried the actount., 

“No entry of said advance or of said 
transaction nor of any personal trans- | 
action growing thereout between said 
Fall and \said Doheny has ever been 
made a matter of record or entry in 
the books of saic Doheny or of either | 
of the defendants.” 

The Court then recites that Fall gave 
Doheny a note for the sum, “value re- 
cetved with interest,’’ and ‘‘that no sum, 
elther on account of principal or Inter- | 
est,”” has been paid by Fall to Doheny 
on account of the note or on account of 
$100,000 advanced or on account of in- 
terest on it. Then the Court's findings 
of fact say: 


Recites Fall-Doheny Deal. 


“Within a few weeks after the giving | 
of said note the signature of Albert B. 
Fall thereon was torn from said note 
by said Fdward L. Doheny and said 
note remains so torn. The purpose of such 
tearing was so that said note should 
not be an enforceable obligation of said | 
Albert B. Fall in the hands of third 
parties.”’ 

The Court found that it was under-| 
stood by Fall and Doheny that Fall | 


‘“‘need not repay the same or any part! 
thereof in kind,’’ and that it was ex-| 
pected by Doheny that if Fall did not} 
consummate a certain private land}! 
transaction that he would cause the 
Pan American Petroleum and Transport | 
Company to employ Fall at a salary 
sufficient to repay the sum in five or 
six years and that the two virtually | 
Were agreed upon Fall's leaving the! 
Government employment by the Doheny 
oll interests. 

A detailed account of thhow Fall con- | 
trolled the negotiations which led to the 
Doheny interests getting the award for 
the Hawalian full storage contracts is | 
contained in the court's findings of fact | 
which recites in several instances that 
open dealings were absent and finally, | 
under conclusions of law the court held 
that Doheny and Fall ‘‘did conspire and 
confederate for the making of certain 
contracts and agreements of great bene- } 
fit and advantage to the Pan American | 
Petroleum and Transport Company.”’ 
Due to Fall's interest in furthering the | 
contract, the Doheny interests and “‘Its 
engineering representative, the J. G. 
White Engineering Corporation, were 
kept In close touch with the development 
of pians.’’ The Doheny interests, accord- 
ing to the court, enjoyed in this respect 
advantages which ‘‘na other bidder was 
offered.” } 

The Court went deeply into the con- 
ditions surrounding the leases of Gov-! 
ernment oil lands procured by Doheny 
interests through Fall, finding tn effect | 
that open dealing here also Was lackine. 
Fall is held by the Court to have made 
representations which ‘“‘were false and 
untrue and known by him so to be.” 
The Court found that Doheny and Fall 
“did act in cooperation and collusion 
with respect to the loyaltics’ agreed | 
upon in leases. 


Absolves Admiral Robison. 


The Court in conclusion rules that the 
Doheny interests should forthwith sur- 
render the reserves and be enjoined from 
removing any materials now on them. 

One of the contentions of the Doheny 
interests was that it was necessary to/ 
lease the naval reserves so. that of | 
could be taken from them by the Gov- | 








ernment to save the ofl from befng with- 
drawn by private parties on leases ad- 
joining the Government's property. In 
at least one instance the Court found 
that such drainage occasioned no neces- | 
sity for some of the leasing at the time 
the contracts were made. 

“Secretary Fall and Admiral Robison,”’ | 
the Court said, ‘‘were the real, active 
and efficient agents of the Government 
in the negotiations: which resulted in 
the contracts and leases in controversy. 

“The testimony of Admtral Robison 
and the circumstances in proof con- 
vince me that Admiral Robison had no 
ulterior motive or mercenary purpose | 
in any of the transactions involved in 
this case.” 

Declaring that he could not possibly | 
conclude that the $100,000 deal between | 
Secretary Fall and Doheny was a per- | 
sonal transaction betweeh two old | 
friends and without connection with the | 
leases and contracts, Judge MeCormick 
described the circumstances as ‘‘inef- 
faceable and unexplained.’ The giving | 
and acceptance of the money he called | 
the “central, tnsurmountable and 
cisive fact in this case.’’ 

“The injury that has been done the! 
nation, as well as the distrust of public | 
officers that it has caused, cannot be 
overestimated,’ the Court said, adding 
that the transaction was ‘‘colossal in- | 
famy, regardless of whether it was a! 
bribe, a gift, or a loan.”

DECISION MAY HELP NAVY.

GREW OUT OF FALL CHARGES. 


Suit Followed Revelations of Senate 
Oil Inquiry. 


LOS ANGELES, May 28.—Charges of 
a conspiracy to defraud the United 
States in which $100,000 was paid by 
Edward L. Doheny to Albert B. Fall, 
at the time Secretary of the Interior. 
to oktain leases and contracts in the 
Elk Hills (Cal.) naval ofl reserve 
No. -1, out of which Doheny estimated 
he would make a profit of $100,000,000, 
were the basis of the Federal sult to 
eancel these leases and contracts be- 
tween the Government and the Pan 
American Petroleum and _ Transport 
Company.

Kramer,’’ and that Caffrey was ‘‘only 
a lapdog for Kramer.”’ 

The agents were Fred T. MacVonalc 
and Sydney L. Burg. They had been 
assigned to investigate Stelnberg’s 1 
come tax return, and did so, they said, 
without his knowing thelr official 
status. In testifying ycésterday they re- 
ferred frequently to a book in which, 
they stated, entries of their conversa- 
tions with Steinberg had been made at 


about the time they oceurred. Burg 
testified Steinberg was known as 
“Broadway Charlie’ to his friends. 

When Steinberg took the stand he de- 
nied he haW ever defrauded the Govern- 
ment or falsified his {ncome tax return. 
He also denied he had ever engaged in 
bootlegging, or had ever pald any one 
meney in connection with such a busi- 
ness, 

The Government agents, had said that 
in 1921 large deposits had been made for 
his benefit im various accounts. The 
largest of these, they said, was for 
$1,483,000 and was in the name of J, J. 
Jonas. Other accounts investigated, 
they sald, were in the names of S. J.| 
Leo and the Reliance Distributing Com- | 
pany. 

Steinberg denied that the Jonas adc- 
count was his. The Federal agents 
found it in the North American Bank, 
now the Capital Bank. He said he had} 
never deposited one cent in it, but that! 
his father’s money had been deposited 
in it. His father, Steinberg said, was 
a wealthy man and had been in the 
wholesale Hquor business long before} 
prohibition, for a time employing three 
sons, including himself. Never, said 
Steinberg, had he countenanced _boot- 
legging. On the contrary, he said, he 
had withdrawn from a drug company in 
which he and his father were interested 
when he héard the law was being vio- 
lated. 

Charles Field, former partner of Stein- 
berg in‘the drug business, who testified

ALLOWS AMUNDSEN A YEAR. 


R. W. Porter, Explorer, Expects Him 
to Make for Prince Rudolph Island. 


The suggestion that Amundsén and his 
party might leave the Pole either by 
Plane or on foot for Prince Rudolph 
Island, the most northerly land in the 
Eastern Hemisphere, was made yester- 
da,- bv Russell W. Porter of Springfield, 
Vt., who was the astronomer and topog- 


rapher of the Ziegler North Pole HDxpe- 
dition from 1901 to 1905. 

“It has been_a matter of somé sur- 
prise to me,’’ Mr. Porter said, ‘‘that the 
Franz Josef Archipelago has not been 
mentioned as a favorable land mass to 
fall back upon for a party retreating 
from the vicinity of the North Pole. 

“These islands lie in 60 degrees east 
longitude between. the .elghticth and 
elehty-second parallels of north latitude 
and comprise the most ~orthern land in 
the Eastern Hemisphere. Prince Ru- 
dolph Island, the farthest north of the 
group, is about the same distance from 
the Pole as Cape Columbia on Gfant 
Land. 

‘*Moreover, on this island are houses 
and stores of food capable of sustain- 
ing the Amuridsen party for years. A 
chain of huts connects Prince Rudolph 
Island with Cape Florida, where a com- 
fortable log house (built by Jackson, the 
English explorer), provides a refuge. At 
Flora are whealeboats, and for a man 
of Amundsen’'s calibre a boat voyage in 
the Summer to Nova Zembla and 
thence to Norway would be compara- 
tively easy. 

“The drift of the ice between the Pole 
and Franz Josef Land is favorable to 
one traveling from the polar regions 
toward Europe. - 

“We must also not forget the impor- 
tant fact that, unlike previous expedi- 
tions, the Amundsen party, if forced to 
travel over the ice, will start fresh in 
body, in mind and in equipment at a 
time of the year when foot travel over 
the Arctic pack is, on the whole, good. 

“Amundsen knew all this, of course,

ANNOUNCED ON AUTHORITY. 


No Irritation in Conversations on 
the Subject and President Has the 
American People’s Full Support.

“I have been particularly cautioned 
that there are some things I may not 
discuss,’’ Mr. Ochs remarked, ‘“‘and as 
I do not wish to have the experience of 
some of my friends I have taken the 
precaution to write down what I wanted 


to say. I want it understood that I am 
not even an unofficial observer. I am 
here on my own hook, but I must not 
disregard the caution that has gone out 
from Washington. 

“T am observing and taking notes, but 
I think I may be permitted to say, and 
I have the highest authority on which 
to make the statement, that those re- 
ports are untrue and unfounded that 
say there have been disagreeable or im- 
polite messages received with respect to 
the French debt to the United States. 
On the contrary, the messages that have 
been exchanged or the conversations 
that have taken place have had nothing 
of irritation in them. 

“On the other hand, there have been 
initiated, and there are now in progress, 
very satisfactory negotiations with re-

Statements that hundreds of thousands 
of dollars were spent in lobbying, chiefly 
to make the Territory of New Mexico a 
State in order that it might be com- 
pelled to pay its obligations were made 
before Supreme Court Justice Crain yes- 
terday in behalf of Bird S. Coler, Com- 
missioner of Welfare. The Court heard 
argument on an application to confirm 
a report of James W. Hyde, referee, 
holding Mr. Coler and Elverton R, Chap- 
man, formerly a member of the New 
York Stock Exchange, Mable for $691,- 
647 as principal and twelve years’ inter- 
est on sums received by them, 

Mr. Coler, then a member of the in- 
vestment banking firm of W. N. Cdler 
& Co., and Mr. Chapman, who had been 
a member of Moore & Schley, 
sued in 1913 as members of a committee 
appointed in 1897 by owners of bonds of 
Pima County, Ariz., and Santa Fé Coun- 
ty, N. M., to attempt the collection of 
the bonds on which the counties had de- 
faulted. The action, which was brought 
to compel an accounting, has been heard 
by three referees. The late Justices Gil- 
dersleeve and McCall were named suc- 
cessively to take testimony and Mr. 
Hyde was appointed after Judge McCall 
died in, 1924. ; 

In hi8 opinion Mr, Hyde declared that 
the committee is accountable for $399,142 
to all the bondholders, and that_ the 
money was deposited with W. N. Coler 
& Co., which failed in 1917. For this 
reason the referee ruled that-the funds 
had been dissipated. He also pointed 
out that the committee had failed to 
submit any records showing what credits 
they were entitled to set up against the 
money received, which amounted in all 
to $483,284. The referee gave them, 
upon the testimony, the benefit of cred- 
ts sufficient to reduce the sum for 
which they are neld accountable, to 
$399,142, but added interest amounting 
to $292,504. 

Martin Conboy, who appeared for Com- 
missioner Coler, said that all but $5,000 
of the money received by the committee 
had been used in lobbying for State and 
Federal laws to invalidate the bond is- 
sue, and that it was understood that the 
committee would not be required to give 
an accounting. He declared that the 
$5,000 appeared in the bankruptcy sched- 
ules of W. N. Coler & Co., and that most

Victim Was 
Alone in the Building—Sparks 
Set Timber Afire.

DOVER, N. J., May 28.—A civilian 
employe of the Pleatinny Arsenal, three 
miles from here, was burned to death 
and a powder storehouse was razed by 
the explosion of several hundred pounds 
of smokeless power this afternoon. 

The cause of the explosion ft un- 
known, as the dead man was alone in 
the building. 

The person killed was Ralph Berkelew, 
20 years old, who lived with his brother 
Jesse at West End Heights. He was 
working in one of the one-story hollow 
tile buildings, about 30 by 30 feet, clean- 
ing a large kettle that had been used 
for mixing smokeless powder. a 
believed that in some manner a spark 
ignited loose grains of powder in the 
kettle. Then, it is thought, the fire 
spread to a bomb of smokeless powder, 
of which there were sai dto have been 
several in the building. 

*In an instant the explosion occurred 
and the sides and roof were shattered. 

Several buildings similar to the one in 
which the explosion occurred are located 
within a few hundred feet of it. In 
many quantities of powder and other ex- 
plosives are stored. 

The arsenal fire department was called 
out and prevented the flames from 
spreading. : 

Berkelew was badly burned, but was 
still living when he was lifted from 
the ruins. He was put into an ambu- 
lance, but died before he reached the 
Dover General Hospital. 

Sparks from the burning building 
lodged in the timber on the Picatinny 
Mountain and_ started several forest 
fires. These were extinguished. 

The arsenal was menaced last Sum- 
mer when forest fires came near build- 
ings where stores of explosives were 
kept. These were moved to safety and 
for many hours the employes and volun- 
teers worked desperately to check the 
fires.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—After a 
study of the Supreme Court decision, 
the Treasury Department, it is under- 
stood, has decided to urge upon Con- 
gress a repeal of the provisions in the 
Revenue Law calling for puvlicity of 
income tax statements. As Congress 
does not meet until December, however, 
this cannot be brougnt about until after 
the payments made In 1925 are given 
to the newspapers. Thig will be done 
some time in the Autumn. 

Secretary Mellon i+ strongly opposed 
to the publicity features of the law and 
the Administration believes that there 
is a strong growth of sentiment in Con- 
gress toward that line of thinking on 
the problem. A roe of Senators, in- 
eluding Couzens of Michigan and Borah 
of Idaho, are recorded as, against 
repeal, but on the other hard several 
Senators who voted for publicity when 
the present law, was adopted have since 
announced their opposition to it. 

Such recommendations as the Treasury 
sees fit to make promany will be sub- 
mitted to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House when the Treasury 
is requested for suggestions regarding 
reduction of tax rates and administra- 
tive chariges in the law.

LIMITS GERMAN LIABILITY. 


War Claims Umpire Bars “Prospec- 
tive’ American Earnings. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Two im- 
portant decisions by Edwin B. Parker, 
the umpire of the Mixed Claims Com- 
mission, which is adjusting war claims 
between the United States and Ger- 
many, were announced today, 

In one Judge Parker held that, save 
in exceptional cases specified in the 
Treaty of Berlin, Germany, under that 
treaty, is not obligated to pay for loss 
by Americans of prospective personal 
earnings or prospective profits due to 
the destruction of property. But he 
added that the earning power of the 
property destroyed may be considered in 
the factors that determine its reason- 
able market value at the time and place 
of destruction. 

This value, with interest, is the meas- 
ure of Germany's liability. In the 
course of 2: xtended opinion review- 
ing and analyzing the provisions of the 
Treaty of j.erlin, the treaty restoring

GESSLER RIDICULES 
SECRET ARMY TALK 


German Defense Minister Tells 
Reichstag Nation Is Disarmed 
and Peacefully Inclined. 


ADMITS TREATY VIOLATIONS 


Young Men Should Take Up Ath- 
letics and Avoid Drink to Make 
Militarism Unnecessary, He Says.

BERLIN, May 28.—‘‘Germany is dis- 
armed. Germany cannot wage war. 
Germany is not preparing secretly for 
war. Those denying these self-evident 
truths are mad” 

That is the gist of a striking speech 
made today in the Reichstag by Defense 
Minister Gessler. Goaded by Socialist 
and Communist attacks on proposed 
army appropriations Dr. Gessler faced 
the Reichstag with fire in his eye. He 
did not mince words. 

At times he was brutal in his boldness. 
For instance, he coolly admitted justifi- 


cation .of the Entente charge that Ger- 
many recruited volunteers in 1923. be- 
yond the military quota allowed her by 
the Versailles treaty. With equal calm 
he acknowledged that at that time she 
also manufactured munitions for her- 
self in defiance of the treaty. But Dr. 
Gessler declared these things were done 
to avert imminent civil war which other- 
wise would have convulsed Germany 
when the Entente occupied’ the Ruhr. 

Recruiting and munition making had 
long since been discontinued, he solemn- 
ly declared. 

Dr. Gessler also admitted that notori- 
ous German semi-military organizations 
like Stahlhelm, Wehrwolf, &c. had con- 
tributed funds to the German Army, but | 
these were merely for welfare work 
among the soldiers he said. Moreover, 
by being diverted from the treasuries of 
these organizations, it had been impossi- 
ble for the latter to devote this money 
to pernicious political ends. 

The latter statement was_ gleefully 
seized upon by the Socialists, Their 
organ Vorwiirts thas headlines across the 
front page this afternoon reading: 

“‘Gessler Against Stahlhelm and Wehr- 
wolf’’ and points out that the Defense 
Minister finds the activities of these or- 

anizations as ‘‘hostile to the German 
tate.’’ 


Attacks Big Armaments of Entente, 


The Defense Minister repeated the 
statement which has become a great 
favorite recently among Germany’s 
spokesmen to the effect that talk of 


German disarmament 1s nonsense so 
long as other nations do not disarm. 
In Europe today he said there were 
half a million more soldiers than in | 
1914 despite the severe limitations im- 
posed on the German, Austrian and 
Bulgarian Armies, 

“This deprives disarmament demands 
of their moral basis,’’ he said. 

He insisted that the German Govern- 
ment was peacefully inclined and that 
any German thinking of waging sige 
must be a lunatic. 

“It is a great satisfaction to us that 
President von Hindenburg, who is cer- 
tainly a competent military expert, has 
stated Germany cannot think of waging 
war,’ added Gessler. ‘‘But Germany, 
he continued, while keeping within the 
limits traced by the Versailles Treaty, 
must fight constantly against allowing 
her territory to be the battlefield of 
foreign armies and against permitting 
foreign troops to march across it.’ 

Dr. Gessler admitted the present-chy 
German Army might be considered a 
skeleton for a larger force, but insisted 
this was forced upon her by the Entente, 
which, since it had not permitted Ger- 
many to have a large army, had com- 
pelled her to make her small army an 
“@lie corps.’’ He added, however, the 
present German Army could not be con- 
sidered a really first-class force, since 
it lacked modern equipment. 

Turning then to accusations from 
Entente countries that Germany was 
secretly arming, Dr. Gessler sarcasti- 
cally remarked: 

“It is absurd to talk about secret 
preparations. And they know this per- 
feectly well in Ecntente lands. Otherwise 
they would have sent us the disarma- 
ment note long ago.”’ 

Regarding the budget asked for the 
German Army, Dr. Gessler insisted the 
amount was within what was llaowed by 
the Versailles Treaty. England spends 
more on air craft alone than Getmany 
on her entire military establishment, he 
said. The German soldier, he continued, 
was paid less than the American or 
English soldier. He reminded his hear- 
ers the biggest appropriation ever asked 
for an army was asked by Herriot and 
the French Left Bloc Government. 

Dr. Gessler caused amusement among 
his hearers when he remarked, ‘‘Ger- 
mans are not the kind of people who 
can secretly prepare for war—they are 
too poor and too talkative.’’ 

Dr, Gessler declared the present Ger- 
man Army was absolutely loyal to the 

German Republic. He and associates 
would faithfully observe the Versailles 
Treaty, he concluded, but they were in 
duty bound to defend German freedom. 





Asks Youth to Give Up Drink. 


BERLIN, May 28 (#).—If the youths of 
Germany indulge freely in athletics and 
outdoor sports generally and avoid the 
use of alcohol, Germany can dispense 
with militarism, declared Minister of De- 
fense Dr. Otto Gessler, during a spirited 
defense of the administration of his de- 
partment before the Relchstag today. 

Other countries, Dr. Gessler said, sub- 
jected their youths to military training, 
and Germany therefore was fairly en- 
titled to encourage its rising generation 
to go in for the production of brawn 
and muscle. The whole survey of the 
German defense situation, as outlined by 
the Cabinet Minister, provoked frequent 
applause in the Reichstag, but his ad- 
monition to German youths to abstain 
from drink startled the members, par- 
ticularly the Bavarians, who apparently 
were not prepared for a prohibition ser- 
mon. 

Dr. Gessler told the Reichstag that the 
formation of illegal volunteer corps 
would no longer be tolerated and that 
any officer implicated in such activity 
would. be immediately dismissed from 
the national service. The chief func- 
tion of the Reichswehr, he said, was to 
defend the German frontiers. Its main- 
tenance today cost 460,000,000~ marks, 
compared to 1,200,000,000 appropriated 
for the standing army of Imperial Ger- 
many. 


LEAGUE FORMS BODY 
TO AID IN DISASTERS 


Experts at Geneva Devise Execu- 
tive and Financial Organization 
of World Association.

GENEVA, May 28.—Plans for an in- 
ternational association to aid victims of 
catastrophes have been drawn up by the 
special commission of experts of the 
League of Nations which has been sit- 


ting for the ast several days, under the 
orders of the Fifth Assembly. 

The object of the association is to give 
immediate aid to victims of great calam- 
ities, such as famins, earthquakes, fires 
and floods, on the basis of interna- 
tional solidarity and cooperation. The 
association will have a Council General 
of the representatives of States and a 
Consultative Committee comprised of 
fifteen persons named for their technical 
knowledges and experience. There will 
also be an Executive Committee, which 
will collaborate with the Red Cross and 
any other associations which may be 
giving aid to victims of disasters. 

The initial funds will be realized 
through a tax on members on the acale 
used to reckon the yearly dues of the 
League members, but the principal ré- 
sources will be sought from private do- 
nations. e financial control will be 
exercised by “che League of Nationa.

BLOCKS WRIT FOR DRIVER 


Asserts In a Deposition That Com- 
missioner Trumped Up Charge 
to Examine Smith. 


Controller Charles L. Craig filed in the 
Supreme Court yesterday a deposition in 
which he charged that the true reason 
why Commissioner of Accotnts David 
Hirshfield was eager to examine Nich- 
olas Smith, chauffeur of the city auto- 
mobile used by Deputy Controller 
Charles F. Kerrigan, was that he 
(Hirshfield) wished to obtain ‘‘informa- 
tion that willeaid Mayor Hylan in pre- 
venting the disclosures of the truth in 
relation to a premium collecting agency 
known as Sinnott & Canty and the 
Mayor's office.’’ 

The Controller’s affidavit alleged that 
the car used by Deputy Controller Ker- 
rigan and Secretary Philip D. Hoyt of 
the Finance Department, who have had 
in charge the Sinnott & Canty inquiry, 
has been subjected to systematic espion- 
age and shadowing by employes of the 
Hirshfield office, so that the Mayor, 
through Commissioner Hirshfield, may 
be informed of every move these two 
officials make. 

In support of that charge the Control- 
ler submitted in his deposition copies of 
expense vouchers, certified by Mr. 
Hirshfield, in which these employes 
sought reimbursement for such expenses 
as they had incurred in “‘tracing auto | 
of Controller Kerrigan’’ to and from lo- | 
cations named in the vouchers, and 
“tracing one P. D. Hoyt and another.”’ 

Controller Craig appeared in person | 
yesterday in the Supreme Court before |

MAYOR DENIES ANY ATTACK 


Submits When Collins and Miller! 
Tone Down Terms in Which 


Tax Exemption Is Opposed.

A bitter attack by Mayor, Hylan on | 
the Port Authority and indirectly upon | 
Governor Alfred FE, Smith was blocked | 
yesterday by two of the Governor's 
friends on the Board of Estimate, Wil- | 
liam T. Collins, President of the Board 
of Aldermen, and Julius Miller, Borough 
President of Manhattan, both stanch 
Tammany regulars. The Mayor had) 
taken pains to explain that he did not 
intend any attack upon the Governor, | 
although he had not mentioned Mr, 
Smith by name, 

Since last Monday the Mayor had been 
trying to hold a special meeting of the 
Board of Estimate to adopt a resolu- 
tion opposing the plan of the Port Au-| 
thority to have the property under its| 
control exempted from local taxation. 
He had failed because of a lack of a 
quorum. Neither Aldermanic President 
Collins nor Controller Craig would ap- | 
pear. Jt was whispered about the City} 
Hall that Mr. Collins kept away be-| 
cause he did not want to be placed in| 
the position of sanctioning what would | 
be interpreted as an attack upon the 


Governor. 

When the board was called to order} 
yesterday, Controller Craig was not| 
present, but Mr. Collins was in his seat, | 
and business proceeded. 

The Mayor's resolution, which con-| 
tained a long preamble fiercely attack- | 
ing the Port Authority, charging it with | 
trying to seize the city’s waterfront, | 
thus robbing the city of taxes, 
failure to interest private capital in its 
enterprises, was read to the members. 
Sensing an unusual situation, the Mayor | 
hurried to explain that no criticism of 
any individual was intended in his con- 
demnation of the Port Authority. 

“This should not be construed by the 
Newspapers as an attack upon any one,” 
gaid the Mayor, looking at Collins and 
Miller. “The newspapers delight in 
twisting things to make trouble. The 

urpose of this resolution is to have tlhe 
aw amended, or suggestions made to 
keep valuable property within this city 
from being tax exempted, and the 
burden falling on the little home own- 
ers. I, as Mayor, think that I would be 
derelict in my duty if I did not call this 
situation to the attention of the people.’’ 

The Mayor added that his resolution 
Was ‘‘open to any suggestions or 
changes’’ the board members might see 
fit to offer. 

Borough President Miller then de- 
clared the Mayor's contention that the 
Port Authority was trying to rob the 
taxpayers was entirely nae 3 

*‘We can’t go along with the Mayor's 
resolution,”’ he said. ‘‘The Port Au- 
thority was created by our State Leg- 
isiature and we must obey the law. The 
Port Authority is not all bad. Some of 
its plans may be very good and we 
may want to go along with them.” 

“You're right,’’ said President, Col- 
lins. ‘“‘Of course every member of this 
board is opposed to wholesale tax ex- 
emption by the Port Authority, but I 
am also opposed to any_ wholesale 
criticism of it. If the resolution con- 
tains such criticism of it, I will vote 
against it.’’ He suggested that the en- 
tire preamble to the Mayor’s resolution 
be stricken out, 

“T will offer an amendment to the 
Mayor's resolution,’’ said President Mil- 
ler. “I think if this board adopts a 
resolution it should state that it is op-| 

sed to the Legislature granting the 

ert Authority any tax exemption for 
real or personal property in New York! 
City without our express consent.,"’ 

The Mayor plainly showed his disap- 
pointment at having his resolution so 
emasculated, but instead of replying he 
called upon Chief Engineer Arthur H. 
Tuttle of the board for an opinion. Mr. 
Tuttle favored adoption of the Mayor's 
resolution. 

The Mayor than asked rather meekly 
that the board go on record as being 
opposed to the property of the Port 
Authority being exempt from taxation, 
and added that if the board was not so 
recorded ‘‘the newspapers would come 
out and condemn the board members of 
being derelict in their duty.’’ He was 
willing to accept Mr. Miller’s amended 
resolution, but tried to have it tacked 
to his lengthy preamble. 

“T think we would do well to cut out 
pome of the preamble,” said Mr. Miller. 

“Why not strike it all out?” asked 
Collins. 

Both looked at the Mayor, and his face 
Yeddened as he remarked with a sigh, | 
“Well, I have no real objection.’’ 

Mr. Miller's resolution went through.

ASSIST RAILROADS 


Secretary Tells Transport Confer- 
ence Serious Competition Is 


Hardly Likely. 


CHICAGO, May 28 (#).—Secretary Jar- 
dine told the Midwest Transport Con- 
ference today that there was no basis 
forthe fear that the motor truck would 
compete seriously with the railroads, but 
that it would find its place in transpor- 
tation ‘‘naturally and inevitably, as 
have all the earlier ‘new users’ of the 
highways.”

| Way transportation a new usefulness, 


and the public has expressed its belief 
in it by an enormous investment. Road- 
builders and vehicle manufacturers must 


cooperate in order that the roads shall 
be built to carry the vehicles and that 
the vehicles shall not overburden the 
road, Railroad, waterway and highway 
transportation should be coordinated,” 

Motor truck service, the Secretary 
said, is distinctly a service of distribu- 
tion from centres, ‘‘Its leads are picked 
up everywhere, and hauled anywhere 
within the short haul limit,’’ he said, 
adding: 

“But we should bear in mind the 
thought that these older carriers shall 
not-be crippled in the process. The 
services which they must continue to 
perform are vital to the economic well- 
being of the country.

CHICAGO, May 28.—A house cleaning 
for the Chicago Board of Trade, con- 
ducted not by.outsiders but by, persons 
from within, was called for today by 
William N. Jardine, Secretary of Agri- 
culture, upon his arrival in Chicago for 
two days of visiting with interests clas- 
sified as agricultural. 

The Secretary also announced that a 
complete reorganization of the Grain 
Marketing Corporation, with a view to 
regaining the confidence of the farmers, 
is being contemplated seriously .by offi- 
clals in Washington following several 
recent conferences. 

“‘l expect to hold several informal con- 
ferences with the officials of the Chicago 
Board of Trade and of the Grain Mar- 
keting Corporation while I am here,” 
said Mr. Jardine. “However, such an 
organization as the Board of Trade 
should not have any one from the out- 
side attempt to clean it up. 

‘When there is a 15-cent spread on 
the price of a commodity in one day 
there is undoubtedly gambling going on, 
It has gotten so that a great many peo- 
ple believe that the Board of Trade is 
a nuisance, from the way it has been 
running wild. The gambling should be 
eliminated. 

“The board has a place in this country, 
with its dealing in grain futures, But 
I think it should be cleaned up—and 
cleaned up from the inside. It has a lot 
of good men in it who want to clean it 
up and I see no reason why outsiders 
should butt in."’ 

Then the Secretary's interest turned 
to the Grain Marketing Corporation. 

“The Grain Marketing Corporation 
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also has a place in this country,’ he 
said. “I am vitally interested in what 
is done about it. There have been a 
number of conferences in Wash on 
lately about this ep entes and k 
of whether it should be reorganized to 
regain the confidence of the farmers. 
This confidence is vital to the success 
of the corporation and to the country."’ 


CHEMIST TOOK POISON 
AT HOUR HE HAD SET 


New Haven’ Coroner Finds Cay 
Had Arranged Every Detail 
of Suicide in Advance. 


NEW HAVEN, May 28 (#).—Eustace 
J. Cuy, 27 years old, research chemist 
at Yale, who committed suicide on 
Monday, planned his death to the day 
and hour and carried it out to the letter 
while, drinking. a toast to twelve of his 
friends at a party, it became known to- 
day when Coroner Eli Mix issued a find- 
ing of suicide after receiving an ex- 
haustive report from Medical Examiner 
M. M. Scarbrough. Cuy was disap- 
pointed, according to the coroner, be- 
cause an. expected important appoint- 
ment did mot come to him, 

Cuy was of Greek ancestry and was 
engaged in experimental chemical work 
in the Sterling laboratory under John 
Johnston. According to his associates 
he was brilliant in his work. 

A week before his death. according 

to the coroner, Cuy wrote about twenty 
letters tta leading institutions in Egypt, 
England, South America and other 
countries where he had spent some time 
in study. Some of the envelopes had 
postage stamps attached to them; others 
did not, 
On May 25, Cuy tendered twelve of his 
friends a party anc during the dinner 
drank a toast to them. Not one of 
them had an idea what he drank. A 
moment later he sank to the floor and 
died before medical aid could reach 
him. An autopsy revealed that he had 
taken a deadly, poison. 

The party began at 2 o'clock and on 
the stroke of 4 Cuy drank the poison, 
— as he had set forth in his farewell 
etter,

Winning with ease by two lengths, 
American Flag proved himself a good

With 118 pounds up and Albert 
Johnson astride, the son of the incom- 
parable Man o’War and of Lady Comfy 
ran the distance in 1:38 1-5 over a fast 
track, earning $19,600 for the Glen 
Rjddle Farm. 

Five years ago Man o’War came home 
in front in the oldest and richest of 
the mile events for three-year-olds and 
{t was fitting that the handsomest and 
best of his first get should win the 
golden jubilee running of the historic 
stake. Coming from far in the rear, 
American Flag gained his victory in 
convincing manner. His sire went -on 
to win the Belmont Stakes of 1920 and 
horsemen already are picking the son 
to ¢arry off the Derby of the East on 
Saturday, June 13. 

American Flag was the 2-to-1 favor- 
ite"in the field of twelve that went to 
the post in the Withers, backed from 
5 to The Whitney entry of the 
speedy Candy Kid and Backbone, sec- 
ond to Coventry in the Preakness, was 
the second choice and well played at 
8 to 1. Silver Fox was next in demand 
at 7 to 1, while the Preakness winner 
opened at 5 to 1 and quickly went to 
8 to 1, under a comparatively light de- 


mand, with Gold Stiek, which finished 
third, the outsider at 60 to 


Race Is Well Run. 


The Withers was a well-run race, with 
the field not so large but that all had 
wm fair show. Silver Fox, the Rancocas 
Stable’s Belmont’ hope, had the post 
position on the rail, with American 
Flag sixth. Candy Kid and Backbone 
were second and third respectively, 
Coventry eleventh and Fast Mail on the 
extreme outside. 

Mars Cassidy got the dozen three-year- 
olds off to an excellent start, Gold 
Stick and the speedy Pique breaking on 
top. American Flag broke well, but he 
did not have the foot ef the sprinters 
and dropped back almost immediately 
to tenth position.

S. D. Pirie Sails His Sloop to 
Victory on Sound in Anniver- 
sary Race of Class. 


‘NARCISSUS IS JUST ASTERN 


Finishes a Minute Later Over Same 
15-Mile Course as Sailed in 
1905—-Banzai Is Third.

The twentieth anniversary race of the 
"New York Yacnt Club thirty-footers was 


sailed yesterday on Long Island found 
and was wen by Oriole, owned and 
sailed by Samuel D. Pirie. Narcissus, 
formerly the Countess and now owned 
by Frank Page, was the second sloop to 
finish over the fifteen-mfle course, more 
than a minute astern of Oriole, with 
Edmund Lang's Banzai, sailed by Tod 
Currier, third.’ Eight of these remark- 
able sloops, which were launched twenty 
years ago this month at Herreshoftf's, 
took part in the race, held under the 
auspices of the Manhass#t Bay Yacht 
Club of Port Washington, which staged 
the first race for the class in 1905, 

The prize to the winner was a #ilver 
plate inscribed with the original names 
of the eighteen sloops that composed the 
class and which was donated by Com- 
modore Howard M. Cowperthwatt. The 
name of yesterday's winner and her 
owner also will be inscribed in the cen- 
tre of the plate, with the date of the 
race, 

The fourth boat to finish was Minx, 
owned by C. W. Atwater Jr., thirty- 
three seconds astern of Banzai, Phan- 
tom, owned by T. J. S, Flint, which 
raced with Oriole through many miles 
of the race, was fifth; Silhouette, owned 
by R. L. Amberg, sixth; Alera, owned 
by Howard F, hitney, seventh, and 
Blue Moon, the property of Ernest Dra- 
per, eighth, 


Sail Complicated Course. 


The yachts sailed a rather compli- 
cated course because of the fact that 
the Manhasset Bay officers wished them 
to cover the same ground, or water, that 
they had in the race of May, 1905. This 
took them from a starting line in Man- 


hasset Bay, between the committee boat 
and Plum Beach buoy, out into the 
Sound past Gangway Rock, eastward 
vast the Sands Point bell and on to 
the bell buoy off Matinicock Point on 
the Long Island shore, and return over 
the same course, The commitee boat 
was Commodore Cowperthwaits' yawl 
Widgeon and the race was in charge of 
Chairman J. ’, Alker, who was one 
of the owners of Alera in the original 
class. 

Although a discouraging calm _ pre- 
vailed when the starting time came at 2 
o'clock a fresh southerly breeze struck 
in soon after the eight starters were 
sent away and continued strong and 
steady throughout the remainder of the 
race, sending the sloops along very fast, 
once they were out in the Sound. The 
start was made at 2:20, after a delay on 
account of calm conditions, and when 
they crossed the line the yachts were 
barely moving in a faint easterly air. 

All were well bunched near the buoy 
at the windward end when they fanned 
over the line, Banzai having a bit the 
best of it over Oriole, with Narcissus 
and Minx further to leeward, and Alera, 
Blue Moon, Phantom and Silhouette fol- 
lowing. On a very puffy and variable 
breeze they fanned along, all setting 
spinnakers as the wind hauled to south- 
ward and taking them in again when it 
was more easterly. There was much 
shifting of sails because of fickle airs. 

Banzai, keeping along the beach and 
also out of the tide, had the lead for 
a while, with Phantom following her. 
Then Alera took a turn at drifting tnto 
the lead. ' Narcissus took a chance and 
stood out to the westward, away from 
the rest of the fleet. This gave her a 
great advantage when the southerly wind 
came brisking over the bay and, setting 
a spinnaker, she soon pulled out into a 
good lead. Silhouette was the next to 
get the new breeze, and it helped her 
into second place, with the others more 
or less becalmed inshore. 

When abeam of Execution Light Nar- 
cissus ran into a soft spot and the rest 
of the fleet pulled up on her. She still 
held thetlead at Sands Point, but Minx, 
Orlole and Silhouette were very close, 
Banzal also was now aailing fast in the 
freshening breeze and momentarily went 
{into the lead, with Oriole close aboard. 
Oriole and Banzal now had a battle in 
the windward berth, the former finally 
pulling out to windward and going into 
the ead, which she never relinquished 
thereafter, 

As they crossed the mouth of Hemp- 
stead Bay the breeze came very strong 
and they salled fast on a broad reach 
for the Matinicock buoy. Banzai was 
now further out in the Sound and Phan 
tom had pulled up almost alongside of 
Oriole, These two had a great fight of 
it down to the Matinicock mark, with 
Phantom threatening to take the lead 
at any moment. Her bow was always 
| alongside Oriole’s starboard quarter. It 
|was a close thing as they rounded the 
| halfway mark, with Oriole timed as 
rounding two seconds ahead of Phan- 
tom. 


Breeze Sweeps Course. 


Narcissus was third at Matinicock, six 
seconds astern of Phantom, with Banzai 
| fourth, seven seconds behind the Page 
| sloop. Minx was fifth with Blue Moon, 
Alera and Silhouette following in that 
order. After rounding all trimmed 
sheets for the ctose reach back to Sand’s 
Point. Oriole began to open up more 
of a lead on this point of sailing. The 
breeze remained fresh, with bn igem 
ruffling the Sound and the sloops sail- 
ing with lee rails under and crews on 
the weather side. Narcissus was third 
and Banzai, again sailing well, fourth, 
The race now became more of a pa- 
rade, with the other yachts trying in 
vain to catch the flying Oriole. The 
Pirie sloop was well sailed and there 
was no catching her. After turning the 
Gangway buoy and standing into Man- 
| hasset Bay for .the finish, the eight 
sloops had a beat to Plum Point and 
all held well over to the easterly shore. 
There was some changing of positions 
as they tacked into the bay. Phantom 
dropped back and Narcissus came up 
to second place, her skipper desperately 
trying to overhaul Oriole. ? 
Banzai also passed Phantom, going 
into third place, as did Minx, which was 
last years class champion. Oriole 
crossed the line well in the lead to 
the tooting of whistles, and another fine 
race had been hung up to the credit of 
the long-lived thirties.

LONG BEACH, L. I., May 28.—Johnny

But for 
Johnny's saving 70 late in the day, the 
professionals would have been forced 
once more to doff their caps in kow-tow- 
nent to the amateur champion's su- 
periority in the pencil and score card 
yhase of the royal and ancient which 
S supposed to be theirs by divine right. 
As it turned out, Farrell's feat, which 
equaled the course record made by Mac- 
Donald Smith in yesterday’s qualifying 
round, for the open championship, en- 
abled the pros to boast of one or two 
who are capable of upholding profes- 
sionals honor against the full-blown 
Georgia golf peach. It snatched the 
day’s leadership from Jones by the 
scant margin of one stroke, for Bobby's 
best was 4 71, made early in the day. 
Farrell's feat was really something 
for the Westchester folk to talk about for 
it was made at a time when the Lido 
course was easily three strokes more 
difficult than when either Smith or 
Jones did their scoring. The Quaker 
Ridge professional, who has a passion 
for winning these qualification affairs, 
having led the Eastern field at Worces- 
ter, a year ago, was one of the late 
starters today. He and his Oak Ridge 
neighbor, the bespectacled Willie Mac- 
farlane, did not leave the first tee until 
1:30 and by this time the wind, which 
was nil in the morning had assumed 
considerable velocity. It Was not near 
gale-like proportions, yet it was suffi- 
ciently strong to prove a head-on-hin- 
drance on the holes leading in toward 
the clubhouse and to make some of the 
opposite direction ones decidedly catchy.

143 Players Survive.

It is probable that they would 
have been admitted anyway, for it was 
Giscovered that the scorer for Nick 
Demane had not charged the Soundview 
greenkeeper with a_ penalty stroke’ on 
the twelfth hole, where he drove into 
the water.

His 
playing was as steady as a rock and 
he not only handled everything that 
Tilden had, but he attacked so conslst- 
ently and with such faultless generalship 
from the net that the Philadelphian was 
often confounded when he was trying 
most. Wright always did the correct 
thing, lobbing, driving and making his 
advances forward with unfailing good 
judgment. His recoveries of Tilden's 
sharply angled drives and ability to get 
back shots on the run from every cor- 
ner of the court earned him many points 
that seemed lost and also the applause 
of the large gallery. 

The Canadian’s service was one of his 
biggest assets. Tilden disliked taking it 
from the baseline, where the ball kicked 
high and wide to his backhane. So he 
took a position at the service line, in 
the manner of a Williams or a Patter- 
sonan 4d half volleyed the ball back.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The American consumers of coffee are 
being told that Brazil is to blame for 
the unsettled condition of the coffee 
market, which has witnessed in the last 
few days some of the most spectacular 
fluctuations in many years.

MAJ. GEN. MORRISON 
DIES IN OTTAWA 


Commanded Canadian Artillery 
Corps in Later Years of 
the World War. 


SERVED IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Was the First to Recelve Knight- 
hood From the Prince of 
Wales. 


OTTAWA, May 28 (4).—Major Gen. 
Sir Edward Whipple Bancroft Morrison, 
commander of the Canadian Artillery 
Corps during the later years of the 
World War, died here early today, fol- 
lowing a stroke a few days ago, He 
was 58 years old, 

He firs# won distinction in the South 
African War. For his service in the 
World War, during which he fought in 
most of the Canadian campaigns from 
the second battle of Ypres on, he was 
knighted and awarded the Distinguished 
Service Order. 


Sir Edward was knighted at Ottawa 
by the Prince of Wales on November 6, 
1919, the occasion marking the first con- 
ferring of knighthood by the Prince. 
From 1909 to 1913 Sir Edward command- 
ed the Bighth Artillery Brigade, then 
spent a year as Director of Artillery at

SUGGEST CITY PAY 


McAneny and Harkness Would 
Not Hold Company Liable 
for Half the Cost. 


FERTIG ASSAILS THE PLAN 


Says the Road Could Conform to 


Contract by Suspending Ele- 
vated Dividends. 


Chairman George McAneny and LeRov 
T. Harkness of the Transit Commission 
suggested yesterday at the final hearing 
on the question of ordering the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company to bear 
a share of the cost of lengthening its 
local subway station platforms, that the 
city should consider financing the entire 
cost of the project. 

The suggestion was made to Assistant 
Corporation Counsel M. Maldwin Fertig 
after the latter had declared that the 
City Administration would insist that the 
company be held to its interpretation of 
the contract requiring it to pay half the 
cost of the proposed improvement. James 
L. Quackenbush, general counsel for the 
Interborough, has asserted that the com- 
pany could not raise the money unless 
an increased fare were granted anid 
would appeal to the courts if the com- 
mission ordered it to pay half the cost. 

Mr. Harkness suggested that the city 
might finance the project by advancing 
the money to pay not only for the cost 
of lengthening the platforms but also 
for the additional cars that would be 
needed. The money advanced, he said, 
would be a lien upon the property, so 
that the city would be protected. The 
advantage would be, he added, that the 


city could borrow the money at a much 
lower rate of interest than the com- 
pany would have to pay. 


Says City Holds Solution, 


Mr. McAneny then said that financing 
the project by the city would be tanta- 
mount to an investment or improvement 
in its own property, and expressed be- 
lief that this was the most feasible 
solution. ‘‘After all,’’ he said, ‘“‘the 
only. real solution for improved service 
lies with the city ftself in the construc- 
tion of more subways and adequate 
facilities,”’ 

Just before the hearing ended, Mr. 
Quackenbush again said the company 
would appeal to the courts if ordered to 
pay a share of the cost. He reiterated 
his assertion that the Interborough’s fi- 
nancial situation would not permit this 
or any other improvements unless grant- 
ed an increased fare, and asked that the 
case be discontinued or deferred untii 
the company’s financial situation had 
improved. ‘‘That time will only come 
when political and economic conditions 
have been greatly altered,’”” he added. 

Mr. Fertig contended the lengthening 
of the local platforms was not only ad- 
visable put absolutely necessary. He 
said that a total additional investment 
of about $25,000,000 would increase the 
Interborough’s capacity by from 25 to 
33 per cent. As the present inves.ment 
is about $300,000,000, he assertea that 
10 per cent. additional would produce 
from a quarter to a third add.tiona: 
subway capacity and declared that no 
money could be spent more profitably 
for the public. . 

Mr. Fertig declared that the Interbor- 
ough’s obligation to bear half the cost of 
the proposed improvement was s,e- 
cifically stated in the dual subway con- 
tracts. He added that the company 
would more than get its money back 
through increased receipts. 

“Any financial disability from which 
the Interborough is suffering is due to 
its own profligacy and mistakes with 
which the city is unconcerned and which 
have no bearing whatever upon its ob- 
ligations with the city under the con- 
tract.’’ Mr, Fertig continued. 


Lists Causes of I. R. T. Troubles. 


“The troubles of the Interborough 
are due to three chief causes: reckless 
dividend payments extending to the 
close of the war when its credit was al- 
ready shattered; losses on the Queens 
surface lines which were brought up for 
speculation, and losses on the elevated 
lease due to guaranteed dividends paid 
to elevated stockholders... The first two 
belong to the past, but their effect con- 


tinues. The third is strangling the In- 
terborough now at the rate of an annual 
net loss of $3,000,000, a condition that 
promises to continue indefinitely. This 
is the cause of the present lack of 
credit.”’ 

Mr. Fertig suggested that the Inter- 
borough might raise the money required 
by suspending its payment to the ele- 
vated railroad stockholders, with, per- 
haps, some arrangement for reimburse- 
ment later. 

“If this suggestion is not taken, the 
company will have to face the conse- 
quences,”’ he continued. “The city 
stands squarely on its rights under the 
contract with the Interborough. It will 
not permit an evasion at great incon- 
venience to the public, so that unearned 
and unjustified dividends may be paid 
to elevated stockholders. 

“The city is not seeking to force the 
Interborough into a receivership, but 
merely insists upon its fair contract 
rights. If, however, proper service for 
the public cannot be obtained because of 
the endless elevated deficit, in that event 
a receivership would be inevitable and 
would be a blessing. 

“It is inconceivable that the city 
should sit back indefinitely and see the 
huge subway profits absorbed by ele- 
vated deficits at the sacrifice of neces- 
sary subway improvements and service. 
The elevated stockholders must practi-

Mrs. Annie Waesthoff, 37 years old, of | 
2,147 Seventh Avenue, Astoria, Queens, 
was held yesterday by Magistrate Weil | 
in $1,500 bail in the Tombs Court on the} 
charge of being a fugitive from justice | 
in connection with the investigation in 
Providence of 100 divorces alleged to 
have been obtained illegally through the| 
so-called Rhode Island ‘‘divorce mill.” | 

Mrs. Waesthoff was arrested at her 
home by Detectives Barth and Murphy 
of the Bomb Squad on a warrant from 
Providence. She is charged there with 
perjury in. a deposition intended for | 
her divorce suit against her husband, 
William H. Waesthoff. She swore false- | 
ly, it is alleged, that she had resided on 
Feb. 28, 1925, at 95 Kenyon Street, 
Providence, and had lived in Rhode Is-| 
land for fourteen years. 

She is the second New York woman 
mentioned in the Rhode Island investi- 
gation. The other is Mrs, Elinor Hoyt- 
Hichborn-Wylie-Benet, wife of William 
Rose Benet, novelist and literary critic. 

Mrs. Benet, or Elinor Wylie, as she 
calls herself, being a member of the 
Lucy Stone League, Is a poet and promi- 
nent member of New York and Wash- 
ington society. She has been the central 
figure in a sensational elopement, three 
marriages and two divorces. She said 
at her country home at New Canaan, 
Conn., yesterday she had no statement 
to make in connection with the divorce 
which’ she obtained in Providence in 
1923 from Horace Wylie, an accountant, 
now serving on the Couzens committee 
investigating the administration of Fed- 
eral revenue laws. 

Mr. Benet, who is associate editor of 
The Saturday Review, was_ reported 
“‘out’’ yesterday at the office of the pub- 
lication, 234 East Thirty-ninth Street. 

As a Washington belle, Elinor Hoyt 
married Philip 8. Hichborn, wealthy at- 
torney and son of Rear Admiral Philip 
Hichborn, in 1906. Next door to their 
home lived Mr. and Mrs. Horace Wylie. 

Four years later Washington society 
was startled to learn that Mrs, Hich- | 
born, who had one child, had eloped 
with Wylie, who had four children. 
Wylie left the bulk of his $300,000 to his 
wife and children When he eloped to 
Europe with the present Mrs. Benet. 

Hichborn petitioned for a divorce, but 
before he obtained it he ended his life} 
at the home of his sister, Mrs. James 
G. Blaine Jr., in Washington. The de- 
cree was granted after his death. 
Wylie and Mrs. Hichborn, after the 
divorce were married in 1916 in Corsi- 
ca, where they were living with their 
three children. In 1919 they separated. 
Mrs. Wylie obtained a divorce at Provi- 
dence in March, 1923, and in October of 
the same year she married Mr. Benet. 

Francis P. Dougherty, Providence at- 
torney, recently indicted for ‘divorce 
mill’ operation, was Mrs. Wylie’s law- 
yer in the suit against Wylie. Mrs. 
Wylie disposed that she lived in Bristol 
three years prior to Feb. 3, 1923. The 
length of residence required of a Rhode 
Island divorce petitioner is two years. 
Investigators, it is said, have found no 
evidence of a Bristol domicile, and say} 
that two witnesses who swore she had 
lived in Bristol were mythical.

IN BRINDELL CASE 


Untermyer Says He Can Prove 
Parole Violation by Med- 
dling in Union Affairs. 


CHALLENGES PAROLE BOARD 


Superintendent of Prisons Denies 
Report Tha* Brindell Was 
Acqultted of Charge. 


Samuel Untermyer, prosecutor of Rob- 
ert P. Brindell, building trades ‘‘czar,"’ 
who was sent to Sing Sing for extortion 
in calling off a strike, challenged the 
State Board of Parole yesterday in 
an open letter to George G. Benham 
to hold a public hearing to give him 
an opportunity to call witnesses to 
prove Brindell has violated his parole 
by “‘meddling in union affairs."’ 

The letter was made public soon after 
it had been reported in the afternoon 
newspapers that the Parole Board, 
meeting at Ossining, had . acquitted 
Brindell of the charges after reading 
letters from him and the Catholic Pro- 
tective Society that he was innocent. 
James L. Long, Superintencent of Pris- 
ons, denied last night at his home .n 
Oyster Bay that Brindell had been 
acquitted. He said the Board merely 
read his letter and heard a report made 
by James Bramer of the Catholic Pro- 
tective Society, who said he had in- 


vestigated the charges and found them 
untrue. 

Mr. Long saié the Board had not 
received Mr. Untermyer’s letter yester- 
day at 2 o’clock when he left Ossin-

“There is no necessity for such 


thing,”” he _ said, ‘‘Mr. Untermyer’s 
letter will be answered. He will be 
asked to make specific charges and..we 
will have them investigated.

The 
charges that he has violated his parole, | 
which provided he must not hold office | 
in a union or direct its affairs, have 
been mace frequently since his release 
from prison in December. Recently it 
was declared he had presided at a meet- 
ing of the Dockbuilders’ Union, but 
the Parole Board«swas quoted then as | 
saying presiding at a meeting was not 
the same as holding office. 

In his letter to Mr. Benham, Mr. 
Untermyer wrote that he considered It 
“passing strange’ that the Parole 
Board stated In an interview that it 
was surprised because it had not re- 
ceived from him a formal complaint 
in support of the charge that Brindell | 
had been ‘‘meddling in union affairs in 
violation of his parole and that upon 
receipt of such a complaint a public 


hearing would be held in compliance 
with my suggestion to that effect.’’ 
“These charges of Brindell’s malign 
activities,’” he continued, ‘‘did not origi- 
nate with me, nor was I concerned with | 
their being brought to public attention, 
although I regard that action as a dis- 
tinct public service. When I was ap-

against alleged draft dodgers brought a 
protest yesterday from the American 
Legion of this county through mom 
G. M. Bramwell. The protest contained 
a request that the cases be brought to 
trial and appropriate sentences Imposed 
upon those found guilty of dodging 
service. 

In his reply Mr. Buckner told Mr. 
he did not understand 
the facts and then proceeded to make 
them clear. Mr. Buckner wrote that 
his assistant, Henry D. Mildeberger, 
who has charge of the matter, had 
studied the subject during the six 
years between 1917 and 1924. 

“There were,” said Mr. Buckner, 
“originally 7,572 draft cases in this of- 
fice. Mr. Mildeberger investigated and 
dismissed 4,572 of these cases. He 
found that many soldiers were charged 
with being slackers who were lying in 
their graves in France, that many others 
had honorable discharges from the army 
and bodies maimed with: wounds.”’ 

Mr. Buckner also stated that many 
others charged with being slackers had 
made affidavits that they had left their 
addresses with their local boards when 
they moved from the district but had 
never received questionnaires. Some of 
the accused men, he stated, were alien 
enemies and not required to serve. Mr. 
Buckner said that according to informa- 
tion from Mr. Mildeberger the cases now 
pending cannot be pressed because the 
defendants cannot be located, despite 
the fact that Deputy United States Mar- 
shals and agents of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation of the Department of Jus- 
tice have spent much time searching 
for them. Mr. Buckner suggested that 
perhaps some of these lie dead in 
France. 

In closing his letter Mr. Buckner 
stated that any man found and ar- 
rested and against whom evidence could 
be procured would be tried and pun- 
ished, but that “no such case has yet 
been found.”

fore. The estimate for 1924, he reported, 
places the probable total at $548,810,639, 
which represents a daily loss of at least 
$1,500,000, 

In order that the figures might be vise 
ualized, he said the loss was equivalent 
in one year to ten times that of the 
great Baltimore fire in 1904. Mr. Smith 
said that while it was true that during 
the last few years the curve of destruc- 
tion had ris@n less rapidly, the with- 
drawal of more than half a billion dol- 
lars from productive enterprises w.is 
appalling and a menace to the prosper- 
ity and future of the nation. The loss 
of human lives as a result of fire ex- 
ceeds 15,000 annually, Mr. Smith said. 


Cites Recent Radical Meeting. 


“Indifference to the loss of indepen- 
dence has made possible the advance of 
radicalism, which has, of course, been 
fostered by the unassimilated foreign 
element,” he said. “A few weeks ago 
there was held at Madison Square Gar- 
den in this city a meeting of Reds—4a 
noisy, turbulent gathering that cried 
loudly for Soviet rule in America. The 
police left them undisturbed, because 
the public smiled tolerantly and refused 
to take the mob seriousiy.. Most of 
those present were of foreign birth. 
They have not assimilated, do not want 
to assimilate and do not appreciate the 
benefits of our institutions. Deportation 
is obviously the remedy of self-protec- 
* * ¢ This influx of foreigners 
and the fact that the immigrants are 


|raising larger families than are to be 


found in our native households are twa 
factors bound to have an effect upon 
future conditions. It is obvious that this 
dilution of the American blood must 
eventually change the attitude of thé 
people toward law and order. 

“The gathering of Reds at Madison 
Square Garden may not be of moment in 
itself, but is a symptom of a serious 
condition that is growing worse rather 
than better, despite the restrictions that 
have been placed upon immigration. 
And this has a very definite bearing 
upon the business of fire insurance. 
Look over the names of criminals being 
tried in the courts every day; examine 
the roster of firebugs and see how the 
great majority bear cognomens that orig- 
inated on foreign soil, particularly in 
Russia and those countries which are 
especially illiterate. In a recent month- 
ly report of the Arson Committee I no- 
ticed that out of some thirty-nine per- 
sons arrested for arson and burning to 
defraud only about five had names in- 
spiring confidence. It is the alien who 
is responsible for most of our fire losses, 
particularly the dishonest ones. We 
have many laws—too many—but as far 
as criminal prosecution of incendiaries 
is concerned our courts are woefully 
lax.** 

An Underwriting Deficit. 


Outstanding fire insurance approxi- 
mates $100,000,000,000, Mr. Smith’s re- 
port stated. It was estimated that there 
are about 150,000 active local agents in 
the United States, employing some 750,- 
000 persons. In 1924 the expenses of 


member companies were $266,971,665, 
representing 46.73 per cent. of earned 
premiums; this item together with a 
loss ratio of 60 Ret cent. resulting in an 
underwriting deficit of $39,352,912 for tHe 
calendar year. 

The Committee on Incendiarism and 
Arson reported that in 1924 it dnvesti- 
gated 1,167 fires reported as being sus- 
picious. This resulted in 476 arrests, 226 
convictions, 90 acquittals and 8 mis- 
trials.

What might have been a reasonably 

interesting and provocative play was 
quite spoiled at the Cort Theatre last 
night when a script called ‘‘Bachelor’s

The other two were 
the unnamed actors who constituted a 
horse named ‘‘Last Post,’’ little brother 
to “Spark Plug,’’ which enlivened the 
dream proceedings considerably. 

There is much in ‘Bachelor's Brides" 
that is freshly and_ sophisticatedly 
written, but it was buried last night in 
part in a verbose pit of the author's 
digging, in part in the fearful 
strain of labored and emphasized his- 
trionics to which it was subjected.

Transportation Board Approves 
Plans—Cost Estimated at 
$46,810,000. 


The Board of Transportation adopted 
and sent to the Board of Estimate yes- 
terday the routes and plan for the 
projected city subway system in Queens, 
The plan calls for a four-track express | 
and@ local service from Long Island | 
City to Jamaica via Queens Boulevard 
with loop service to Winfield and Mas- 
peth. The estimated cost is $46,810,000 | 
for 12.78 miles of route or 38.70 miles | 
of track. The routes adopted follow: | 

Route 108—A—Jackson Avenue, North- 
ern Boulevard (Jackson Avenue) and 
Broadway, extending from Van Alst | 
Avenut, Long Island City, to Queens 
Boulevard at Elmhurst. 

Route 108—B—Sixty-ninth Street, | 
Queens Boulevard and Sutphin Boule- | 
vard extending from Woodside, Win- 
field and Newtown, along Queens 
Boulevard and Sutphin Boulevard to Ja- 
maica station of the Long Island Rail- 
road. at Sutphin Boulevard. 

Route 108—C—Hillside Avenue, extend- 
ing from Queens Boulevard to One hun- | 
dred and seventy-eighth Street, Ja- 
maica. 

Along Queens Boulevard, the line will 
be open-cut with retaining walls which 
will be bridged at the important cross 
streets and constructed to permit the} 
cut to be covered in the future.

TO OBEY STOCK LAW 


Martin Act for Publication of 
issues Entails Big Task 
of Compilation. 


SOME WILL BE FILED LATE 


Complaints of Fake Dealings Pile 
Up 
Statute Generally Favored. 


in Fraud Bureau—New 


Complaints of fake dealings in securi- 
ties are piling up in the office of the 
Attorney General at 66 Broadway at a 
rate to tax the resources of the Fraud 
Prevention Bureau for many months, 
it was learned yesterday. Many have 
come in because of the recent publica- 
tion of amendments to the Martin act, 


requiring dealers in securities. to record 
themselves and their wares in the offi- 
cial State paper at Albany. Although 
May 31 is the date after which no se- 
curity May be sold within the State 
unless it is so recorded, Deputy Attorney 
General Keyes Winter estimated yester- 
day that 150 complaints had been re- 
ceived in advance of the publication 
of these notices. 

The date for filing preliminary and 
sale notices, the former to contain only 
the names and addresses of the firms 
or persons engaged in selling securities, 
is proving a crucial one for hundreds 
of brokers here who have delayed pre- 
paring the necessary information. It is 
particularly crucial for dealers in un- 
listed securities, who, because of doubt 
over the interpretation of the amended 
act, and because of lack of organization, 
are making strenuous efforts to get their 
security lists in on time. A list represent- 
ing the more active unlisted securities 
traded in by dealers outside the Invest- 
ment Bankers Association was being 
compiled hastily by @ committee yes- 
terday, for mailing to The Albany 
Times-Union tonight. This list will con- 
tain from 1,500 to 2,000 securities for 
which there is an ‘everyday market. 
The rest, of which there are several 
thousand, including issues of varying 
activity, it will be a physical impos- 
sibility for dealers to submit by May 31. 


Chairman Explains Task. 


H. H. Gunder, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, said yesterday that everything 


possible was being done to get the lists 
in on time. . 

‘“Fhere are over 35,000 stocks from 
which we must weed out the non-exempt 
from the exempt issues; in order to 
submit our combined list,’”’ he said, 
“Many of these securities are traded in 
daily. Bank and trust company stocks 
are exempt from requiring publication, 
as are many public utilities and all rail- 
road stocks. Notices are required for 
insurance, industrial and some public 
utility stocks and bonds that were is- 
sued within the last five years, as well 
as for those issued over five years ago 
but which were defaulted, 

“It is impossible to weed out all the 
non-exempt from the exempt issues and 
get the complete list to Albany by Sun- 
day. We shall have to follow the 
initial list, containing the more active 
issues, with a supplement later.” 

Members of the committee said most 
dealers were now familiar with the law 
but had not been until lately. Brokers 
had from the first of this month to pre- 
pare their information but have been 
confused regarding the procedure. 


Law Widely Favored. 


Members of the Investment Bankers 
Association, New York Stock Exchange 
and the Curb Market appear to be hav- 
ing no appreciable difficulty with their 
lists. A shortage of marketable offer- 
ings next week because of the time 
limit is unlikely., The exchanges, in- 
vestment bankers and most brokers be- 
lieve the amended act a good thing 
and are carrying it out with good-will. 
The Investment Bankers Association 
prepared a form for its members to fill 
out, thus greatly simplifying their task. 

A sale or offer of sale to the public 
as termed in the act will not include 
an isolated transaction, a sale to a per- 
son engaged in the business of acquir- 
ing securities for resale to the public, 
a sale to a banker, to a dealer, to a 
corporation, or to a syndicate or group 
formed specifically to acquire such 
securities for resale. The same applies 
to a sale on the floor of any exchange 
to a broker. 

Mr. Winter, who heads the Fraud 
Prevention Bureau here, said _ the 
bureau was_not trying to advise brokers 
on the law. It was an enforcement of- 
fice, he said, and could not exceed its 
function. 

Many complaints now received would 
be found baseless, he believed, but he 
said the need for an enlarged _investi- 

gating force was growing. The ap- 
Sropfiation for the work was only $100,- 
000, although $175,000 had been asked 
asa conservative figure. 


Exchange Seat Sells for $106,000. 
The New York Stock Exchange mem- 
bership of Charles A. Herts was sold 


yesterday to Hermann C. Schwab for a 


consideration of $106,000, unchanged 
from the previous reported sale. The 
seat of Thomas F. Cahill, feceased, was 
transferred to Robert L. Cahill.

“A comparison of department store 
rales by Federal Reserve districts in the 
first four months of this year with the 
jcorresponding period of last year indi- 
cates that except in this district, sales 
fn the industrial Northeastern section of 
'the country have been, generally smaller 
jthan last year, while’ sales in some of 
the agricultural districts of the South 
‘}and West have shown substantial in- 
creases.”’ ° 

Concerning chain store business, the 
'yeview says: 

“April sales by reporting 
systems were 18 per cent. larger than a 
jyedr previous, due chiefly to increases 
shown by grocery, variety, 10-cenf, and 
drug chains. Grocery and variety chains, 
as in recent months, showed particularly 
large increases both in the number of 
stores and in total sales. In the case of 
,drug chains, on the other hand, the in- 
crease was almost wholly in sales per 
store, as the number of stores was only 
slightly more than last year. 

“Shoe chains failed to increase their 
volume, despite an 18 per cent. increase 
fn the number of stores, and both candy

CHICAGO, May 28.—A big bull market 
was on in wheat, with September~ and 
December selling at a new high on the 
crop and July in new ground for the 
season. Houses with Eastern connec- 
tions absorbed the surplus in the pit 
on an opening break of around 1@2 
cents, and with a material broadening 


in general buying by the public values 
were swept up 2@6 cents from the early 
low and the greater part of the ad- 
vance was maintained to the last, with 
the new crop futures 244@3% cents higher 
for the day. 

May was dull and about % cent lower 
at the last, with little interest In that 
delivery. x 

The damage reports on Winter wheat 
are steadily increasing and the effect 
of the recent freeze is commencing to 
show up in parts of Illinols, Indiana 
and Ohio. Hessian fly ‘and ‘‘takeall 
are reported officially to be doing dam- 
age in Kansas, but as leading crop ex- 
perts view the situation dry weather is 
now the main influence. 

As the Government report is to be 
made up from data later than that of 
the private statisticians, due Monday, 
some traders look for the official returns 
to make a poorer showing than either the 
Murray, Snow, Cromwell or Bryant re- 
ports. Not ouly is the Winter wheat 
belt involved in a dry weather scare, but 
the Spring wieat also. 

So far this month rainfall has been 
light at practically all stations this side 
of the international line. In Iowa the 
April 1 to May 26 precipitation has been 
only 3.15 inches, or 47 per cent. of nor- 
onl. News other than on the crop have 
no effect on values. 

Export demand was reported as slow, 
with sales estimated at 100,000 to 200,- 
000 bushels in all positions. The con- 
tinent was sald to have entered the mar- 
ket late in the day and taken consid- 
erable wheat, but the quantities were not 
disclosed, 

Tomorrow is the final day for settle- 
ment of May contracts. 

Winnipeg May was tight and closed 
5% cents higher on short covering. 

Primary arrivals today were 950,000 
bushels; week ago, 793,000; last year, 
563,000. Shipments were 1,334,000 bushels ; 
week ago, 978,000; last year, 566,000. 

A bullish summary on the new crop 
situation issued by J. P. Griffin of J. S. 
Bache & Co. was instrumental in at- 
tracting attention to the December de- 
livery of corn, and heavy general buy- 
ing rushed it up to $1, and it closed 
within a fraction of the top, with a 
net gain of 3% cents. Old crop de- 
liveries were dull but %@% cents 
higher.

WALL ST. EXPECTS 
BIG TREASURY ISSUE 


Looks for Offering Up to $300,- 
000,000 to Cover Refinanc- 
ing of June 15. 


FORM IS NOT YET KNOWN 


Will Consist of Long Term 4s and 
Short Term Certificates, 
Bankers Belleve. 


A Unfted States Treasury issue of be- 
tween $200,000,000 and $300,000,000 is ex- 
pected in Wall Street banking circles to 
be offered within a few days to cover 
the Government's June 15 refinancing. 
The form of the offering has: not been 
announced, but it is generally expected 
to be a dual issue of long term 4s and 
short term certificates of indebtedness. 

The New York Federal Reserve Bank, 
anticipating the new issue, has_ in- 
structed member banks as to methods 
of filing subscriptions. This procedure 
was first followed in connection with the 
financing of March 15. It includes ad- 
vice to make sure that customers ap- 
plying for small amounts through mem- 
ber banks will not suffer on final al- 
lotments in case of a heavy oversub- 
scription. " 

There is maturing on June 15 an issue 
of $406,000 Treasury 4% per cent, notes, 
besides about $70,000,000 due on public 
debts. Against this are tax receipts, 
which are not expected to exceed $2)0,- 
000,000, and a British semi-annual pay~ 
ment on debt account of about $68,000, - 
000. Since the Treasury has been re- 
ported to have been‘a consistent pur- 
chaser of the issue which matures on 
June 15, it is believed that a substan- 
tial part of the original $406,000,000 has 
been redcemed in advance of maturity. 

In Government fiscal circles it is felt 
that the time is opportune for the sale 
of long term 4 per cent. bonds. As the 
Treasury has no indebtedness falling 
due a year from now, it is expected that | 
one-year certificates may be brought 
out, the rate for which might be 3% per 
cent., judging by prevailing conditions 
in the short term Government market. 
However, if the money market improves 
within the next few days, bankers say 
it may be possible for the Treasury to 
float a twelve months’ issue at 3 per 
cent. 

If the Treasury should offer long term 
bonds, it Is expected that they would 
consist of an additional issue of 4s of 
1944-54, of which $200,000,000 were sold 
at par last December. It is also pos- 
sible that a new conversion offer may 
be made to holders of Liberty Third 4% 
per cent. bonds, which mature in 1928. 

Making an early start on its plans for 
June financing, the Treasury ten days 
ago offered prior redemption of the 4% 
per cent, Treasury notes falling due on 
June 15.

De- 
livery of the gasoline will be made over 
the remander of the year to the receiv- 
ing station of the Carter Oil Company 
at North Baton Rouge, La.

A PRINCESS LUCKY, TOO 


First Learns She Owns Part of Plot

Two tales of good fortune involving 
|}a widow and a princess came to Ught 
| yesterday when builders bought the old

MAN HAS CLOSE CALL 
IN EAST SIDE BLAZE 


Pyromaniac Believed to Have 
Started Fire in Tenement

One man narrowly escaped death in a 
fire which started yesterday noon in an 
unoccupied apartment in the six-story 
tenement at 305 East Twenty-first 
Street.

The fire was discovered on the second 
floor of the building, which house 
thirty-three families, by Mrs, Mildred 
Sinelkinson, who lives on the ground 
floor.
